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Mr*  Mayor,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitation  of  the  Borough  of  Penryn  during  1961* 

The  year  was  a  healthy  one.  There  was  a  short  epidemic  of 
measles  which  caused  more  cases  than  in  any  year  for  at  least  12 
years  back.  Most  of  the  cases  were  mild,  however,  and  complications 
few. 

An  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  setting  up  by  the 
Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  of  a  Chiropody  service  for  the  aged. 
This  proved  so  immediately  popular  that  one  is  forced  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  a  lot  of  people  have  been  suffering  a  lot  of  discomfort 
for  a  long  time.  The  other  activities  of  the  committee  include 
meals  on  wheels,  for  which  the  demand  has  slackened  off  somewhat 
despite  the  high  quality  of  the  meals,  and  home  visiting  which 
meets  the  needs  of  those  unable  to  attend  the  weekly  club  meeting. 

Finally  I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
consideration  and  support  throughout  the  year  and  Mr.  Armstrong 
for  his  loyal  co-operation.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths,  51  as  compared  with  46,  is 
more  than  accounted  for  by  the  deaths  in  the  75  years  and  over  group 
which  rose  from  17  to  26. 

1  of  the  infant  deaths  was  due  to  congenital  defect,  one  to  prematurity 
and  one  to  bronchiolitis,  which  in  the  present  state  of  our  knowledge 

is  not  preventable. 

The  only  other  figure  in  the  vital  statistics  which  seems  to  coll 
for  comment  is  the  high  illegitimacy  rate.  In  I9o0  and  1^59,  however, 
the  figure  was  below  the  national  average  of  5»9^,  thus  illustrating 
the  unreliability  of  averages  and  rates  based  on  small  figures.

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

During  the  year  55  (53)  children  under  five  were  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  and  79  (104  booster  doses  were  given. 

On  the  31st  December,  the  estimated  number  of  children  between  the 
ages  of  1  year  and  5  years  inPenryn  was  350  (287)  of  those  234  (182)  or 
66, q%  (63.4$)  had  been  immunised. 

This  slight  improvement  in  the  immunisation  rate  is  very  discouraging 
as  the  Health  Visitors  had  to  work  really  hard  to  achieve  it.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  the  indifference  of  parents  can  be  overcome  before  we  have  an 
epidemic  of  diphtheria  in  the  borough.

47  premises  and  4  delivery  vans  were  inspected  under  these 
Regulations.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Falmouth  ater  Undertaking  has  been 


satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

DRAINAGE  &  S'TTjRAGE . 

The  sewage  is  collected  at  the  pumping  station  in  Commercial 
Road  and  pumped  to  the  Palmouth  Council's  sewer  in  TrescoDoas  Road, 
where  it  gravitates  to  a  sea  outfall  at  Pennance  Point.  This  system 
continues  to  work  most  satisfactorily. 


The  Eastwood  sewer  has  not  yet  been  proceeded  with.  One 
drain  connection  was  made  across  Commercial  Road,  connecting  into 
the  sewer,  this  will  drain  a  new  property  and  remove  2  connections 

now  discharging  into  the  river. 

The  settlement  tank  at  Lissom  was  resited  some  300ft  further 


away  from  the  houses. 

82  inspections  of  drainage  systems  were  made. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION . 

With  the  exception  of  some  10  properties  on  the  fringe  of  the 
Borough  all  are  on  water  carriage  system  and  the  majority  connected 
to  the  Council's  sewer.

VERMIN  &  INFESTATION  CONTROL. 


Rodents :  In  connection  with  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Posts  Act, 

103  premises  were  treated  for  minor  infestations  of  rats  or  mice. 

In  addition  regular  ins  'sections  were  made  and  necessary  action  taken 
along  the  river  banks. 

No  charges  were  made  for  treatment  carried  out  at  dwelling 
houses.  Two  sewer  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  when  32 
and  45  manholes  were  baited  and  small  takes  recorded  in  2  manholes, 
on  each  occasion  in  the  3t.  Thomas  Street  area.

88  wasp  nests  were  destroyed.

REFUSE  COLLECTION . 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  dwelling  houses  and  trade 
premises  within  the  Borough.  1268  loads  were  deposited  at  the 
Falmouth  Borough  Council  tip. 


31  notices  were  served  upon  owners  to  provide  properly  covered 
bins  to  their  property. 

STR  •  IT  C: SENSING . 

There  ore  10.8  miles  of  streets  within  the  Borough.  8.2  miles 
are  swept  as  follows:-  2.2  daily;  1.3  twice  weekly;  3»2  weekly; 
and  1.5  occasionally.  The  centre  of  the  town  receives  some  attention 
twice  daily.  The  regular  staff  consists  of  two  sweepers,  equipped 
with  street  orderly  carts,  working  on  a  beat  system,  with  occasional 
assistance.  Concrete  litter  containers  are  available  in  various  parts 
of  the  town  for  temporary  storage  of  sweepings.  There  are  12  litter  bins 
readily  available  and  these  are  regularly  emptied. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES . 

4  in  number,  situated  in  urelawney  Park,  Town  Quay,  G-lasney  Playing 
Feild  and  under  the  Town  Hall  in  Market  Street.  They  are  cleaned  daily, 
7  acts  of  wilful  damage  were  repaired. 

No  solution  has  been  found  in  providing  a  suitable  site  for  a  new 
convenience  in  the  centre  of  the  town.  The  existing  preraises  cannot 
be  improved  owing  to  the  very  limited  accommodation  and  dangerous 
position  from  a  road  safety  point  of  view. 
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HOUSING 


There  are  1416  habitable  dwellings  within  the  Borough.  571  owned 
by  the  Council.  During  the  year  18  private  dwellings  were  completed  and 
31  Council  dwellings  on  the  Perraarin  Estate. 

CLEARANCE  AREAS  -  UNFIT  HOUSES . 

The  3  houses  omitted  from  the  St.  Thomas  Street  -  Bohill  Clearance 
Areas  have  been  improved  in  accordance  with  the  scheme  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  Inspector.  Closing  orders  were  placed  upon  5  houses  in  Pickets 

Yard. 

The  tenants  ore  being  re-houses  as  suitable  accommodation  becomes 
available.  There  are  8  houses  in  St.  Thomas  Street  -  Bohill  area  still 
occupied.  1  in  Gray’s  Yard  and  4  in  Pickets  Yard,  10  of  these  being

RE- HOUSING. 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  to  re-house  families  to  accommodation 
more  suitable  for  their  needs.  The  housing  of  elderly  persons,  single 
persons  and  families  of  2  whatever  age,  presents  a  very  difficult  problem. 

'The  general  waiting  list  remained  steady  during  the  year, 
approximately  116.
